WHEREAS, the November 24 th video release of LaQuan McDonald being fatally shot 16 times on 
October 20, 2014, by a Chicago police officer focused the attention of the City, the State and the country 
on the need for comprehensive reform in the Chicago Police Department; and 

WHEREAS, Brandon Smith, the journalist who filed the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
that led to the court-ordered release of the aforementioned video, fought for the video's release out of a 
commitment to transparency and justice; and 

WHEREAS, Brandon Smith began his journalism career in 2007 working as an editorial assistant at the 
Washington Court House Record-Herald in Ohio where he reported and photographed breaking news 
stories; and 

WHEREAS, in 2009, Brandon Smith moved to Chicago to study journalism at Columbia College, where 
he worked for The Columbia Chronicle as an assistant sports and health editor; and 

WHEREAS, Brandon Smith is committed to the notion of journalism in the public interest, and a form of 
investigative journalism that fulfills the role of "watchdog" on the public's behalf; and 

WHEREAS, Brandon Smith was first made aware through activist William Calloway, that a video 
existed depicting the shooting of 17-year-old LaQuan McDonald, 16 times by Chicago Police Office 
Jason Van Dyke, and that Officer Van Dyke was unprovoked; and 

WHEREAS, Brandon Smith and William Calloway determined the best course of action in order to bring 
the incident to the awareness of the public at large was to file a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request with the City of Chicago to seek the video's release; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Chicago initially rejected Brandon Smith's FOIA request, which gave him 
standing to sue the City of Chicago in Cook County Circuit Court; and 

WHEREAS, on November 19, 2015 Circuit Court Judge Fran kl in Valderrama held in favor of Brandon 
Smith and ordered the video released; and 

WHEREAS, the release of the dash camera video depicting the police shooting death of LaQuan 
McDonald has resulted in a necessary and long overdue public debate and movement to make the 
necessary reforms so that justice in Chicago is administered in a manner that is equal and constitutional, 
without regard to skin color; and 
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WHEREAS, if not for the tenacity and commitment of Brandon Smith, this video would not be released, 
and this difficult but necessary discussion would not be taking place. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the President and the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, that Brandon Smith is to be commended for his fierce commitment to justice and 
transparency, and that the gratitude of the President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners is to 
be extended to Brandon Smith for his contributions to the ongoing discussion and process of criminal 
justice reform.

WHEREAS, in the same year, Mr. Garcia became a contributing writer for Windy City Times and began 
writing a column for En La Vida, a sister publication, where he focused on Latino community events and 
news and interviewed celebrities such as Paulina Rubio, Maria Conchita Alonso, La India, and Wilson 
Cruz, as well as three-time U.S. national figure skating champion Johnny Weir; and

WHEREAS, Officer Van Dyke shot Laquan McDonald, a 17-year-old African American boy, as Laquan 
McDonald walked in the opposite direction; and, 

WHEREAS, after this initial shooting. Officer Van Dyke continued to shoot Laquan McDonald as he lay 
on the ground, shooting Laquan McDonald a total of 16 times; and, 

WHEREAS, in the aftermath of Laquan McDonald’s shooting death on October 20, 2014, a 13-month 
period ensued wherein the Cook County State’s Attorney did not bring charges against Officer Van Dyke;

FOR THE LEVY OF TAXES FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 2016 
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WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners and the Committee on Finance of the Board of Commissioners 
of Cook County, Illinois, have considered the subject of the Annual Tax Levy for the Fiscal Year A.D., 
2016, and the several sums necessary to be levied to meet the needs and requirements of the County of 
Cook for said fiscal year, and have recommended that this Ordinance for the Levy of Taxes be adopted; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois, approved, passed, and adopted the 
Annual Appropriation Bill of the County of Cook, for its Fiscal Year 2016, which said Appropriation Bill 
is hereinafter set forth and which contains a Revenue Estimate that includes an allocation of the 2016 Tax 
Levy by Fund together with additional columns captioned: “ANNUAL TAX LEVY”, “APPROPRIATION 
ALLOWANCE FOR UNCOLLECTED TAXES” and "NET TAX LEVY FOR APPROPRIATION and 

WHEREAS, Cook County and its taxpayers have benefited from Tax Increment Financing Districts (TIFs) 
by having the increment generated during the life of the TIFs invest in the specific area generating the 
increment; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board passed a Resolution on November 15, 2011 outlining that it is the 
policy of Cook County to recapture any property taxes at the termination of a TIF; and 

WHEREAS, within the County of Cook, certain real-estate parcels, or a portion of the assessed valuation 
of certain real-estate parcels, are from time to time identified on the County real-estate tax rolls as deriving 
from new property, insofar as they were developed or substantially improved or are the subject of tax 
incentives that expired since the most recent assessment of real-estate taxes, the value of which has not 
heretofore been recaptured; and 

WHEREAS, the interests of County taxpayers and the County itself are better served if the taxes on the 
additional value of said new property is captured. 

THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED AND ORDERED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF 
COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS, that pursuant to its home rule powers, $720,483,542.00 as a base levy 
amount, plus a TIF value recapture sum of $15,640,899, an expiring incentives sum of $695,668, and a 
new-property value capture sum of $15,137,220, which aggregate amount of these sums is to be collected 
from the Annual Tax Levy for the Fiscal Year A.D. 2016 of the County of Cook for the Corporate Fund 
purposes of said County, and for the Public Safety Fund puiposes of said County, and for the Health 
Enterprise Fund puiposes of said County, and for the payment of principal and interest on general obligation 
bonds of said County as represented by the Bond and Interest fund puiposes, and for Cook County 
Employees Annuity and Benefit Fund puiposes, and for the Election Fund purposes, said aggregate amount 
being $751,957,329, which is the total amount of appropriations heretofore legally made from the Annual 
Tax Levy for the year 2016 and contained in the Annual Appropriation Bill (hereinafter set forth in the 
Ordinance) for the Fiscal Year 2016 duly adopted by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County on 
November 18, 2015, is hereby levied on and upon all taxable property in the said County of Cook for the 
Fiscal Year 2016. 

As provided in the Fiscal Year 2016 Annual Appropriation Bill, three percent of the property tax levy 
revenues separately allocated to the Public Safety Fund, Corporate Fund, Health Fund, and Election Fund 
are to be made available to each Fund for purposes of covering the loss and cost of collecting taxes levied 
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for said Funds, for the amounts of taxes for which the nonpayment will result in forfeiture of real estate, 
and for abatements in the amounts of such taxes as extended upon the collectors’ books. To ensure the 
County meets its obligations for indebtedness as represented by the Bond and Interest Fund, and that the 
actual collections of property taxes received by the Annuity and Benefit Fund are commensurate with the 
amounts so levied, the County Clerk is authorized, in consultation with the County’s Chief Financial 
Officer, to extend loss and collections for these funds in a manner that is sufficient for these purposes. 

The specific amounts herein levied for the various purposes heretofore named are stated in this Ordinance 
and Tax Levy, by being listed and itemized by Fund in the Revenue Estimate of the Annual Appropriation 
Bill, including a column captioned: “ANNUAL TAX LEVY”. The tax hereby levied for said Fiscal Year

LIQUID HAZARDOUS WASTE ORDINANCE & FEE 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 30 Environment, 

Article II Administration and Enforcement, Divisions 7 Enforcement Procedures and Subdivision IV 
Compliance Programs and Project Completion Schedule, Liquid Hazardous Waste Ordinance, Section 30- 
245 and that Chapter 30 Environment, Article II Administration and Enforcement, Division 3 Fees, Fee 
on generation of liquid waste, Section 30-99 and that Chapter 32 Fees, Fee Schedule Section 32-1 of the 
Cook County Code are hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 30-245. - Tier II notification - When required. 

(a)Definitions. As used in this section: 

Department means the Cook County Department of Environmental Control Federal Act means 
Title III of the Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization Act of 1986, codified at 42 U.S.C. 11001, et 
seq., as amended. 

Hazardous chemical has the meaning ascribed to the term in Section 3 of the State Act. 

Local emergency planning committee or L.E.P.C. means the committee appointed by the State 
Emergency Response Commission in accordance with Section 301(c) of the Federal Act. 

Local fire department means the fire department with jurisdiction over the facility. 

Safety data sheet means the sheet required to be developed under 29 C.F.R. 1910.1200(g). 

State Act means the Illinois Emergency Planning and Community Right To Know Act, codified at 
430 ILCS 100/1, et al„ as amended. 
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Subject to the requirements of Section 12 of the Illinois Emergency Planning cmd Community 
Right To Know Act means any owner or operator of a facility who is required under Section 12 of the 
State Act to prepare and submit an emergency and hazardous chemical inventory form containing either 
tier I or tier II data with respect to the preceding calendar year. 

Tier II information means information meeting the requirements of subsections (e) and (f) of 
Section 12 of the State Act. 


(b) Hazardous chemical inventory form and diagram - Required. If the owner or operator of a 
facility located within the County (except within the corporate limits of the City of Chicago) is subject to 
the requirements of Section 12 of the Illinois Emergency Planning and Community Right To Know Act 
(“the State Act”), as defined in subsection (A) of this section, such owner or operator shall submit the 
following documents to the local emergency planning committee (“L.E.P.C.”) and local fire department: 

(1) An emergency and hazardous chemical inventory form containing tier II information 
for each hazardous chemical present at the facility during the preceding calendar year, if 
such chemical was present at the facility in an amount that equals or exceeds the 
threshold level for reporting as established by regulations promulgated under Title III of 
the Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization Act of 1986 (“the Federal Act”); and 

(2) An emergency preparedness diagram of the facility. 

(c) Inventory form - Contents and requirements. The emergency and hazardous chemical 
inventory form required by item (1) of subsection (B ) of this section shall be the tier II inventory form 
promulgated by: 


(1) The United States Environmental Protection Agency for use in meeting the 
requirements of Section 312 of the Federal Act, or 

(2) The Illinois Emergency Management Agency for use in meeting the requirements of 
the State Act. Such inventory form shall be completed in full, except to the extent that the 
owner or operator of the facility is authorized under Section 322 of the Federal Act or 
Section 13 of the State Act to withhold information for trade secret protection, and shall 
be submitted annually, along with the required diagram, by March 1. Provided, 
however, that if the Illinois Emergency Management Agency extends the annual tier II 
filing deadline under the State Act to a later date, the filing date for the inventory form 
required by this subsection shall also be extended to such later date. 

(d) Change of information - Inventory update required. If a previously unreported hazardous 
chemical becomes present at a facility in an amount that equals or exceeds the threshold level for 
reporting as established by regulations promulgated under Title III of the Federal Act, the owner or 
operator of such facility shall file with the L.E.P.C. and local fire department, no later than 60 calendar 
days after the occurrence of such event, a facility inventory update for such hazardous chemical. Such 
update shall be filed using the tier II inventory form required by subsection (C ) of this section. 

(e) Diagram - Contents and requirements. The emergency preparedness diagram required by item 
(2) of subsection (B) of this section shall: 
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(1) Be drawn to scale; 

(2) Identify (i) the location(s) at the facility of all hazardous chemicals for which a safety 
data sheet is required under the Occupational Safety and Health Act of 1970, as amended; 
(ii) the location(s) where the facility's on-site emergency response equipment is stored; 
and (iii) the location(s) where the facility's safety data sheet(s) is stored; and 

(3) Be submitted annually to the L.E.P.C. and local fire department, along with the 
required tier II inventory form, by March 1. Provided, however, that if the Illinois 
Emergency Management Agency extends the annual tier II filing deadline under the State 
Act to a later date, the filing date for the inventory form required by this subsection shall 
also be extended to such later date. 


The contents of the emergency preparedness diagram required by subsections (B) and (E) 
of this section shall be kept current. If there is a change in any information required by 
item (2) of this subsection, the owner or operator of the facility shall, no later than 60 
calendar days after such change, submit to the L.E.P.C. and local fire department a new 
diagram meeting the requirements of item (2) of this subsection. 

(f) Penalty for violation. In addition to any other penalty provided by law, any person who 
violates the requirements of this section shall be fined not less than $300 nor more than $10,000 for each 
offense. Each day that a violation continues shall constitute a separate and distinct offense to which a 
separate fine shall apply. 

(g) Enforcement. The Director of the Department, and the Executive Director of the Cook County 
Department of Homeland Security and Emergency Management, and their respective designees are 
authorized: (1) to inspect, at reasonable hours or in case of an emergency, any facility subject to the 
requirements of Section 12 of the Illinois Emergency Planning and Community Right To Know Act for 
the purpose of determining compliance with the requirements of this section; and (2) to examine the 
applicable books and records of any person subject to the requirements of Section 12 of the Illinois 
Emergency Planning and Community Right To Know Act in order to corroborate the quantities of 
hazardous chemicals reported or required to be reported under Section 30-245 by the owner or operator of 
the facility; and (3) to jointly promulgate rules and regulations necessary to implement this section. 

Sec. 30-99. - Fee on generation of liquid waste. 

(a) On and after January 1. 2016, a fee is imposed on the generation of liquid waste that is 
generated within the County, except within the corporate limits of the City of Chicago. The liquid waste 
generator, as defined herein, shall submit the fees directly to the department- 

lb') For purposes of this section, the term “liquid waste” means any discarded or abandoned 
material which maintains the physical state of continuous volume relatively independent of pressure and 
which takes the shape of its container at ambient temperature. 
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(c) For purposes of this section, the term “liquid waste generator” means any natural individual, 
person, corporation, partnership, trust, association, limited liability company, joint venture, foundation or 
other legal entity that generates liquid waste and meets the following criteria: 

(1) The liquid waste is designated pursuant to Section 5/3.475 of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Act as “special waste”, and is containerized and transported 
off-site under manifest according to federal Resource Conservation and Recovery Act 
(RCRA) regulations. 

(d) The fee imposed on each liquid waste generator for the generation of liquid waste as defined 
in Section 30-99(c)( 1) shall be as set in Section 32-1. 

(e) Each liquid waste generator shall submit periodic reporting statements to the department 
along with the fee attributable to the liquid waste generated during the reporting period, on forms supplied 
by the department, certifying the quantities of liquid waste generated during the corresponding reporting 
period as follows: 

(1) For waste generated from January 1 - June 30, 2016, the reporting statement and fee 
is due September 1, 2016. 

(2) For waste generated from July 1 - December 31, 2016, the reporting statement and 
fee is due March 1. 2017. 

(3) For waste generated each year after 2016, the reporting period is January - December 
and the reporting statement and fee is due 90 days following the end of the reporting 
period (March 1). 

(f) Every liquid waste generator shall be subject to periodic audits by the department to assess 
compliance with the requirements of this section. The department shall have the authority and the right to 
corroborate quantities of liquid waste reported to the department with quantities reported to the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

(g) Any person who violates any provision of this section shall be fined not less than $300.00 and 
not more than $10,000.00 for each offense. 

(h) Notwithstanding any other provision of this section, generators of liquid waste who are 
governmental entities (“governmental entity” means any unit of federal, state or local government) are 
exempt from the fees and reporting requirements imposed by this section. 

(ij_ Notwithstanding any other provision of this section, any facility that is issued a permit to 

operate as a liquid waste handling facility from the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency is exempt 
from the fees and reporting requirements imposed by this section.

VEHICLE POLICY ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 2 Administration, Article 
VIII County Vehicle Policy, Sections 2-671 through Sections 2-674 of the Cook County Code is hereby 
amended as follows: 
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ARTICLE VIII. - COUNTY VEHICLE POLICY 

Sec. 2-671. - Establishment of a Countywide Vehicle Steering Committee. 

(a) The County Board hereby establishes a Vehicle Steering Committee (VSC) to work closely with 
the County Board's Finance Committee. 

(b) The Vehicle Steering Committee and enforcement of this policy will fall under the auspices of 
the Chief Administrative Officer. 

(c) The Vehicle Steering Committee shall be composed of the following departments and elected 
officials or their designees: 

(1) Chief Administrative Officer. 

(2) Chief of the Bureau of Information Technology. 

(3) Chief Financial Officer. 

(4) Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources. 

(5) Director of the Department of Budget and Management Services. 

(6) Purchasing Agent. Chief Procurement Officer. 

(7) Superintendent of Transportation and Highways. 

(8) Director of the Department of Risk Management. 

(9) Director of the Department of Environmental Control. 

(10) State's Attorney. 

(1 PSheriff s Office. 

(12)Clerk of the Circuit Cour t. 

(4342) Chair of the Finance Committee of the County Board. 

(4413 ) Chair of the Environmental Control Committee of the County Board. 

(d) Department Heads and Vehicle Coordinators may be asked to attend as needed in order to 
discuss and resolve departmental issues. 

(e) The Vehicle Steering Committee shall have the following responsibilities: 

(l) Develop a plan to centralize fleet management in the County to be presented to the 

County Board no later than November 30. 2007. Such plan shall include the text of 
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proposed ordinances, including projected costs and potential cost savings, necessary to 
implement centralized fleet management. 

(2) Administer and ensure compliance with this article. 

(3) Advise and make recommendations to the President and Finance Committee. 

(2), f4-)Review all requests for the purchase or lease of vehicles for compliance with this 
article. 

(3 HA-jRcvicw vehicle inventory, vehicle usage, fleet size and fleet utilization to ensure 
compliance with all policies and ordinances incident and other required reports from all 
County offices and departments, and ensure compliance with reporting requirements . 

(4) Review incident reports and other required reports from all County offices and 
departments, and ensure compliance with reporting requirements. 

(5 ) (6)Establish procedure to Develop, implement and enforce countywide vehicle policies; 
track and report to the Cook County Board of Commissioners on compliance with such 
policies. 

(6 Prepare a quarterly report to the Board of Commissioners, in accordance with the 
Cook County Collision Policy detailing all collision or use - related damage to County - 
owned vehicles and the status of the damaged vehicle, any violations resulting in the arrest 
of the driver of any County owned vehicle, and any reported unauthorized use of a County 
owned vehicle . 

(7) f84Submit annual fleet inventory r eports to the Board by December 3 lfor the prior fiscal 
year data detailing the changes as described herein to the vehicle inventory for the preceding 
12 months as well as a list of departments that have failed to submit updated information 
for the reporting period . 

(8) rik)Rcvicw department vehicle requests approved by the Department of Budget and 
Management Services and included in the annual appropriation ordinance. 

(9) (4QfDevelop future vehicle strategies , as needed, in various areas such as: 

a. Centralized purchase of routine maintenance services; 

b. Centralized purchase of major repair services; 

c. Centralized purchase of body work services; 

d. Development of an executive leasing program; 

[e.Reserved;] 
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f. Use of car sharing services; 

g. Use of Global Positioning System (GPS) and wireless technology for vehicle 
location and recordkeeping purposes; 

h. Establishment of personnel disciplinary procedures relating to the operation of 
vehicles during the course of employment; and 

i. Other matters deemed appropriate. 

(10) Establish standard guidelines for the procurement, acquisition, or lease of passenger 
type vehicles. The Vehicle Steering Committee will establish the procurement 
specifications that minimize the types or categories of passenger type vehicles available 
for acquisition and optimize efficiency, pricing, and environmental impact. 

(11) The Vehicle Steering Committee shall establish and maintain a vehicle replacement 
policy for all vehicle classes that provides clear criteria for vehicle replacement. The 
criteria should consider age, mileage, utilization, maintenance records, and must fit into 
the overall goals to maximize County vehicle utilization, increase the number of 
environmentally friendly vehicles, and reduce the County’s overall carbon footprint. 

a. Replacement factors for passenger vehicles include, but not limited to, vehicle 
utilization of more than 10,000 business miles annually, model years over ten (10) 
years old or with 150, 000 miles of service, damage due to accidents, excessive 
repair and maintenance costs. 

b. Cost comparisons shall be made using total lifecycle costs rather than purchase 
price. Lifecycle costs shall include, but not be limited to, total purchase price, 
estimated fuel expenditure, and estimated maintenance costs over the expected 
lifetime of the vehicle. 


c. The Vehicle Steering Committee shall promote programs and procedures that 
maximize the overall goals to maximize County vehicle utilization, increase the 
number of environmentally friendly vehicles, and reduce the County’s overall 
carbon footprint, such as the use of the County’s Car Sharing Programs. 


(f)Meetings: 

(1) Meetings will be chaired by the Chief Administrative Officer or his/her designee. 

(2) Meetings will be held quarterly at a minimum. 

Sec. 2-672. - Responsibilities of elected officials, departments, and employees and assignment of 
Vehicle Coordinator. 

(a)Bureau chiefs, department heads, and elected officials are responsible for ensuring that Vehicle 
Steering Committee policies and procedures are administered and adhered to by employees within their 
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offices. Failure of Bureau Chiefs. Department Heads, and Elected Officials to provide information in 
accordance with this article shall result in the Department's inability to acquire County vehicles, and other 
actions deemed necessary by the Vehicle Steering Committee, until this information is received. 

(b)Vehicle Coordinator. 

(1) Each Elected Official or Department Head will designate one employee to be the 
Vehicle Coordinator for the office. On January 1 of each year, the name, title, email 
address, and telephone number of the Vehicle Coordinator shall be filed with the Chairman 
of the Vehicle Steering Committee. The Coordinator may be asked to attend meetings of 
the Vehicle Steering Committee as required to review purchase requests, department 
inventories, review vehicle use issues, maintenance records and other matters pertaining to 
this article. 

(2) Department Vehicle Coordinators are to ensure the following procedures are in place 
within the Department and shall be responsible for keeping all records and preparing all 
reports required under this article. All forms and database formats required under these 
guidelines will be provided by the Vehicle Steering Committee. Vehicle Coordinators 
shall: 


a. Retain on file a copy of the valid license of each employee authorized to drive a 
County vehicle or a personal vehicle for which the employee receives mileage 
reimbursement . The employee must at all times hold a valid proper class Illinois 
license for the vehicle operated that is not revoked or under suspension. The 
County's human resource staff shall consult on a monthly basis with the Illinois 
Secretary of State to check the license status of all employees required to operate 
vehicles as part of their job duties. The file is to be reviewed and updated on no 
less than a monthly basis and forwarded to the Board of Commissioners on no less 
than a quarterly basis. Verification of valid licenses of Sheriffs undercover officers 
shall be made without requiring pictures of such officers to be maintained on file 
except as held in the internal files of the Sheriff's Department. 

b. Ensure all employees authorized take home vehicle privileges comply with IRS 
Rules on tax treatment of employee vehicle fringe benefits associated with take- 
home privileges File a County vehicle disclosure form for each employee whom 
the Department Head has authorized for overnight use of County vehicles. To 
facilitate tax withholding obligations for the vehicle benefits associated with take - 
home privileges, the Department shall identify all employees assigned a take home 
vehicle to the Vehicle Steering Committee. To comply with IRS rules on tax 
treatment of employee vehicle fringe benefits, regular overnight County vehicle 
use will have an imputed per diem valuation added to an employee's W 2 form at 
the end of the year. Vehicles regularly used for emergency or law enforcement 
purposes are exempt from this requirement. Any vehicles which a department 
designates as exempt must be reported to the Vehicle Steering Committee . 
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c. Maintain an updated vehicle inventory data (see Subsection (b)(2)e„ of this 
section) , vehicle maintenance logs, accident logs, vehicle use logs and insurance 
cards in the form and format established by the Vehicle Steering Committee. 

d. Follow procedures established by the Sheriffs Vehicle Services Division and 
approved by the Vehicle Steering Committee to ensure vehicles follow proper 
preventative and other maintenance schedules. Failure to follow established 
procedures may result in suspension or elimination of vehicle privi leges. fcaeh 
department shall prepare a report to the Vehicle Steering Committee annually, by 
May 15, detailing the Department's vehicle maintenance and repair procedures. 
The report will indicate whether routine maintenance is provided through 
contractual or in house facilities and the protocol for routine maintenance, and the 
average annual cost per vehicle. For departments with in - house vehicle services a 
detailed cost breakdown showing annual labor, parts and materials, fuel, and other 
costs for maintaining and operating the vehicle will be included. The report shall 
further detail the procedures utilized by the Department to provide for fuel supplies 
for each vehicle and for repairs including both routine and nonroutine repairs. 

e. Submit an initial, accurate, up - to - date inventory report by February 15, 2005. 
Subsequent inventory reports shall be submitted at least twice per year on May 15 
and November 1 in accordance with Vehicle Steering Committee requirements. 
This inventory report shall at a minimum have the Department, business unit 
number, year, make/model/style, color, VIN number, license plate number, 
department internal I.D. number, use, odometer reading, in service date, regular 
overnight and daytime parking location, driver assignment (if take home vehicle), 
fuel type, city and highway mileage per gallon as determined by the U.S. EPA and 
Department of Energy, American Council for an Energy - Efficient Economy's 
Green Score, and annual and aggregate fuel and maintenance costs from the time 
of purchase or lease for each vehicle assigned, allocated, or used by the 
Department. This inventory report must be updated and submitted to the Vehicle 
Steering Committee upon each request for acquisition or disposal of any vehicle 
in the inventory. Law enforcement vehicles used for undercover, special crimes 
units and surveillance purposes shall be exempt from disclosure of the vehicle's 
regular overnight and daytime parking location and driver assignment. Coordinate 
with internal agency/department staff and track resolution of emission testing 
notifications, vehicle registrations, vehicle recalls, moving violations, 
administrative violations, driver complaints, maintenance complaints and other 
critical safety issues 


(c) Purchase and salvage procedures The Bureau of Human Resources shall consult on a monthly 
basis with the Illinois Secretary of State to check the license status of all employees required to operate 
vehicles as part of their job duties except for employees of the Sheriffs Office and State’s Attorney. The 
Sheriffs Office and State’s Attorney shall consult on a monthly basis with the Illinois Secretary of State to 
check on the license status of its employees, including undercover officers, and shall maintain such files 
internally,, The Bureau of Human Resources file is to be reviewed and updated on no less than a monthly 
basis and forwarded to the respective agencies for review and any subsequent action. Verification of -valid 
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licenses of Sheriff's undercover officers shall be made without requiring pictures of such officers to be 

maintained on file except as held in the internal files of the Sheriffs Department. 

All prospective employees who are professional drivers or whose primary duty is the operation of 
a vehicle shall be required to submit a valid driver’s license prior to the time of hire. Each agency’s Human 
Resources, as part of a pre-employment background investigation, shall coordinate driver checks. Failure 
to have a valid driver's license of the proper type, or the existence of a disqualifying driver's record will be 
grounds to withdraw the conditional offer of employment. 

(1) Requests for new or replacement vehicles (owned or leased) shall be submitted for 
review by the Vehicle Steering Committee prior to any such request being approved for 
purchase or acquisition. No vehicle shall be purchased, acquired, or leased without the 
approval of the Vehicle Steering Committee. 

(2) The following guidelines will set the minimum vehicle replacement goals. 

a. In general, automobiles should be replaced when they reach eight years of service 
or 100,000 miles, whichever comes first. 

b. Departments shall request the smallest possible vehicle for the intended use. 

c. Requests that do not meet these criteria will not be considered for replacement 
unless the Department Head submits a written justification to the Vehicle Steering 
Committee for the exception which documents the extenuating circumstances. 

d. Only specialized equipment, such as heavy highway construction equipment, 
will be allowed to use other criteria such as hours of service; however, the criteria 
utilized by the Department should be submitted to justify the vehicle replacement 
request, and the Vehicle Steering Committee will determine if this information is 
adequate and the maintenance cost information required. 

e. A request for a new vehicle which increases the number of vehicles in the 
department's vehicle inventory shall be submitted to the Vehicle Steering 
Committee with a written justification as to why the additional vehicles will be 
required. Such request must demonstrate that reassignment of existing vehicles 
would be unable to meet department needs and that sufficient funding is available 
for both the purchase and the cost of operating and maintaining the vehicle. The 
request to purchase must state the use intended for the vehicle, whether the vehicle 
will be assigned with "take home" privileges and whether the vehicle will bear a 
municipal license plate. 

f. Departments shall submit draft vehicle requests to the Vehicle Steering 
Committee at the same time they submit capital budget requests to the Department 
of Budget and Management Services. Finalized vehicle requests shall be submitted 
to the Vehicle Steering Committee within one month of Board approval of the 
annual appropriation ordinance or the beginning of the fiscal year, whichever is 
later.

(3) Promulgate and distribute procedures regarding (a) obtaining and verifying receipt of 
vehicle titles; and (b) providing copies of vehicle titles to third parties for vehicles which 
have been declared surplus. 

Sec. 2-673. - Authorized use of County vehicles. 

(a) County owned or leased vehicles shall be used only for conducting official County business. 

(b) County owned vehicles shall not be authorized for use until they are in compliance with all 
onboarding requirements including proper licensing, municipal sticker, valid insurance card, proper decals 
and markings as established by the Sheriffs Vehicle Services Division and approved by the Vehicle 
Steering Committee. Only vehicles that have been authorized by an elected official or department head, 
have VIN numbers registered in the County Office of the Chief Procurement Officer, carry a valid insurance 
card issued to the Department by the Department of Risk Management, and meet all other requirements of 
this section shall be considered County vehicles for use in the course of conducting official County business. 

(bc)Unless expressly exempted by the Department Head, and approved by the Vehicle Steering 
Committee, all County vehicles must carry a municipal license plate. 

(ed) All County owned vehicles shall It is the goal of Cook County that as many vehicles as 
practicable be equipped with Global Positioning System (GPS) technology. The Vehicle Steering 
Committee shall develop policy related to vehicle GPS may develop proposals and guidelines for the 
deployment of such technology and the use of the resulting vehicle location information and shall present 
such proposals and guidelines to the Board for approval . 

(de)The re shall be a Chief Administrative Officer shall establish a telephone hotline which 
members of the public may call to report incidents involving County vehicles. 

(f) The Inspector General shall have the responsibility of investigating any reports of misuse of 
County vehicles and shall submit an annual report to the Vehicle Steering Committee and County Board 
regarding the number and nature of hotline calls and the actions taken in response .

involving this vehicle, call (telephone number)"). Except as otherwise provided, exemptions must be 
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requested by the Department Head and approved by the Vehicle Steering Committee and may only be 
granted where the anonymity of the vehicle is required. 

(fh)Vehicle usage logs must be maintained for each pooled County vehicle and include the 
following information: name of driver; date used; beginning and ending odometer reading; destination; 
puipose of use; date and time of refueling; and amount of fuel . Where the anonymity of the vehicle and the 
driver is required, law enforcement vehicles shall be exempt from disclosure of destination information. 

(gi)Only authorized passengers are permitted to ride in County vehicles. Non-County individuals 
such as volunteers, spouses, and children should not be passengers in a County vehicle unless they are 
involved in the conduct of business. 

(hj)County vehicles are to be assigned to individuals who, in the required course of their 
employment, need vehicles to complete their required duties on behalf of the County government. 

(ik)Eligibility for County vehicle assignment. 

(1 )Take-home assignment. A County vehicle may be assigned to employees in a service, 
management or supervisory position on call 24 hours a day, responsible for providing or 
supporting emergency services. A vehicle disclosure form shall be used and remain on file 
in the Department for all "take-home" vehicles. 

(2 )Pool assignment. Pool vehicles are to be assigned on a periodic basis to individuals 
when the County work assignment requires a vehicle in order to properly conduct County 
business. A vehicle disclosure form and daily log shall be used and remain on file in the 
Department for all pool vehicles which are taken home overnight. Those employees 
authorized for overnight use of County vehicles shall, when away from work for an 
extended period of time, for vacation, sick leave, compensatory time off, travel, etc., return 
the assigned County vehicle to the custody of his/her department head during the period of 
absence. 

a.No person shall be authorized to drive a County vehicle unless he/she: 

1 .Possesses a current, valid driver's license with the correct class for the 
vehicle driven. 

2.1s the age of 18 or older. 

3. Meets rental requirements as specified by rental/leasing agencies ls-the 
age of 25 or older to drive a leased or rented car . 

A. Is medically fit to drive safely. 

§4.Is free of any prior convictions for driving while under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs, or of reckless driving within the previous year. 
Employees operating a commercial vehicle must comply with all of the 
requirements of the Commercial Motor Vehicle Safety Act of 1986. 
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65. A11 prospective employees who are professional drivers or whose 
primary duty is the operation of a vehicle shall be required to submit to a 
driving records check after receiving a conditional offer of employment. 
The— Cook — County — Bureau —of— Human — Resources, —as—part—of—a 
preemployment background investigation, shall coordinate driver checks. 
Failure to have a valid Illinois driver's license of the proper type, or the 
existence of a disqualifying driver's record will be grounds to withdraw 
the conditional offer of employment. 

TrAny employee performing work which requires the operation of a 
County-owned vehicle or a private vehicle at County expense shall notify 
his/her immediate supervisor immediately of any current restrictions or 
changes in driving privileges, including but not limited to revocation, 
suspension, cancellation, denial, Restricted Driving Permit, Judicial 
Driving Permit, Probationary License, Family Financial Responsibility 
Driving Permit, leaving the scene of an accident, refusal or neglect to 
report a traffic accident, traffic violations, unpaid traffic citations, failure 
of vehicle titled in the employee's name to pass the vehicle emissions 
testing, or unpaid parking citations for a vehicle titled in the employee's 
name. Any restrictions or changes to driving privileges shall be reported 
by the employee to the employee's Bureau Chief or Elected Official 
immediately and a record maintained in the department. Any employee 
who fails to report, and/or continues to operate a vehicle in the 
performance of County duties, is subject to disciplinary action up to and 
including termination from County employment. 

8.Employees arc held personally responsible for all parking and/or traffic 
violations incurred while operating County vehicles. 

b. Collision Procedures. The following collision procedures are to be followed by 
drivers involved in collisions while operating a County or personal vehicle on 
County business, and by the department head: 

1 .Request that all parties remain and render assistance at the scene of the 
accident, if possible, until a law enforcement representative has released 
them. 

2, Promptly report all accidents involving vehicles or persons on duty and 
actively engaged in County business to the appropriate law enforcement 
agency, department vehicle coordinator, and the Department of Risk 
Management. 

3. A record of all driving violations for each employee shall be maintained 
by the — Department Vehicle Coordinator including the — date; — time; 
employee name; vehicle identification number; incident report number; 
date—and— time report —was— forwarded to the Department — of Risk 
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Management; date reported to the Vehicle Steering Committee and 
personnel actions taken by the Department against the employee. 

LLogs of all accidents shall be maintained by the Department's Vehicle 
Coordinator. Department Heads are to review each collision report prior 
to their submission to the Department of Risk Management to determine 
if the employee was at fault and take appropriate personnel action. 
Department Heads are to prepare a report on their findings and personnel 
actions taken, and forward it to the Vehicle Steering Committee chairman 
along with a copy of the accident report forwarded to the Department of 
Risk Management. 

5. Drivers involved in collisions are to refrain from making statements 
regarding the accident to anyone other than the investigating law 
enforcement officials, appropriate County officials, and representatives of 
his or her own insurance company if the employee's privately owned 
vehicle is involved. 

6. Drivers will also complete a Vehicle Incident Form and forward it to the 
Department of Risk Management's General Liability Division as well as 
the Department's Vehicle Coordinator within 24 hours of the accident. 

7. Drivers will also forward copies of all police reports, an employee 
statement and any witness statements to the Vehicle Coordinator and 
Department Head, and to the Department of Risk Management's General 
Liability Division no more than three days after completion of the 
investigation. 

erUse of private vehicles for County business: 

1. County employees, with the prior permission of their Department Head, 
may use their private vehicle to conduct official County business. 
Department Heads shall only approve the use of private vehicles for 
County business when it is in the best interest of the County to do so. 

2. A valid proof of insurance is required to operate a private vehicle , which 
includes coverage of passengers and a copy must be kept in the vehicle 
and must be filed with the Department's Vehicle Coordinator. 

3. Employees authorized to use their personal vehicles for County business 
shall comply with the following insurance requirements: 

(i)County employees who drive a private vehicle for official 
County business shall have at least the minimum auto insurance 
for private vehicles as required by the State of Illinois. 
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(ii) Employees operating private vehicles in the performance of 
County duties should have minimum limits of no less than 
$100,000.00 per person, $300,000.00 per accident and have 
Uninsured Motorist/Under insured Motorist coverage. 

fi+0Thc employee's vehicle insurance policy must be issued by a 
company that is licensed by the Illinois State D department of 
finsurance for the issuing state. 

(iviii) In the event a County employee is involved in an accident 
while driving his/her own vehicle, the employee's personal 
insurance provides the primary coverage. 

(iv)Mileage reimbursement rates will be based on the Cook 
County Travel and Expense Reimbursement Policy (separate 
document) . 


Sec. 2-674. - Miscellaneous rules. 

(a ) Traffic laws and regulations. Drivers of County vehicles shall observe all traffic laws and 
regulations. Drivers and passengers in County vehicles shall wear seat belts at all times and shall observe 
safe driving practices. All drivers of a County vehicle involved in accidents and those who have been fined 
for or charged with a traffic violation are may be r equired to attend a driving safety training class conducted 
by the Department of Risk Management . 

(b) Use of tobacco products. Use of tobacco products and electronic vapor cigarettes is prohibited 
in County vehicles. 

(c ) Engine idling. Except for purposes of law enforcement including, but not limited to, surveillance 
and radar gun use activities, the driver of a County vehicle must turn off the engine upon stopping at a 
destination and must not cause or allow an engine to idle at any location for more than five consecutive 
minutes or a period or periods aggregating more than five minutes in any one-hour period, except when 
idling is absolutely necessary for the conduct of County business, for personal safety, or to comply with 
traffic laws and law enforcement personnel. 

(d ) Licibility for damages. The County shall not be liable for injuries or damages arising from 
activities outside the scope of employment including, but not limited to, personal use of rented vehicles by 
employees during a County-authorized business trip. Any damages arising from these circumstances are 
the responsibility of the employee. To the extent that the County incurs financial liability for the acts of 
employees which occur outside the scope of employment, Cook County reserves the right to seek 
reimbursement from the responsible person. 

(e) Insurance. The State of Illinois requires that all vehicles have an Illinois Insurance Card at all 
times. The County Self-Insurance Program is administered by the Department of Risk Management General 
Liability Division, which will issue a proof of insurance card for each County-owned vehicle. Only vehicles 
which are included in the County (owned) vehicle inventory shall be registered with the Department of Risk 
Management for insurance purposes. 
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(f ) Trcijfic violations. Employees shall be held personally responsible for all parking and/or traffic 
violations incurred while operating a county owned or leased vehicle. At no time will County funds be 
used directly or indirectly to pay or reimburse an employee for parking or traffic violations. 

(g ) Article not intended to enlarge current County liability, etc., to employees. Nothing in this article 
is intended or shall be construed to extend or enlarge the obligations, liability, or responsibilities that the 
County currently has to employees, or third parties, by law or contract, if any, in regard to the operation of 
motor vehicles.

(4) The Executive Librarian shall have the authority to close the Library in an emergency when in the 
Executive Librarian's judgment the circumstances warrant such closing and shall record such closing. The 
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Executive Librarian shall have the authority to amend the hours of operation as directed by the County 
Board of Commissioners, in an emergency or as otherwise may be required for operational purposes. 

(c) The Executive Librarian shall have the authority to implement policies and procedures regarding 
Library services including, but not limited to, the use of Library facilities, equipment, and electronic 
resources, including the Internet. The Executive Librarian is further charged with the authority to 
modify the hours of operation for the Library including the Main and Branch Libraries during the 
months of June, July and August depending on usage.

OVERWEIGHT AND OVERSIZED VEHICLES USING COUNTY HIGHWAYS 

Sec. 66-126. Permits: fees and provisions. 

(a)The Superintendent may, upon application in writing and good cause being shown, issue a 
highway haul permit ("permit") authorizing a vehicle not in conformity with the size and weight limitations 
of vehicles set forth in Chapter 15 of the Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/15-101 et seq., to be operated 
or moved upon County highways pursuant to the terms and limitations of said permit. 
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(b) Every application for a permit issued pursuant to this section shall be accompanied by a 
nonrefundable permit application fee in the amount of $10.00 to cover the costs associated with the review 
of the permit application and the determination of the applicable permit fee. 

(c) The fees for permits issued pursuant to this section shall be as follows: 

(1 )Feesfor overweight-axle loads. Fees for permits to move legal gross weight vehicles, vehicle 
combinations or loads with overweight-axle loads, predicated upon a 20,000 lb. legal single axle 
equivalency, and applied on a per-axle basis, shall be as follows:

Permits issued under this subsection (c)(3) shall be for vehicles, or vehicle combinations and loads which 
are overdimension; and, in the case of limited continuous operation, shall be for the same vehicle. 

Fees for permits issued for vehicles, vehicle combinations or loads which are both overweight and 
overdimension shall be paid at the rate equal to the sum of the applicable flat rate fees for overdimension 
vehicles, vehicle combinations or loads established in this subsection (c)(3), plus the applicable flat rate 
fees for overweight vehicles, vehicle combinations and loads established in subsection (c)(1) or (2). 

Escort requirements shall be as prescribed in the Department's Rules and Regulations. Fees for the escort, 
when required, shall be in addition to the permit fees. 

(4)Fees for crossing a County highway. Fees for special permits to move overweight vehicles, 
overdimension and overweight vehicles, or combinations of vehicles and loads traveling on a 
highway under a local jurisdiction which crosses a County highway, shall be paid as follows: 
$10.00 per vehicle for weight up to 160,000 lbs. (includes legal weight/overdimension vehicles, 
overweight/legal dimension vehicles, and overweight/overdimension vehicles) and $20.00 per 
vehicle for weight greater than 160,000 lbs. (includes overweight/overdimension vehicles and 
overweight/legal dimension vehicles). 

(5 )Feesfor continuous operation of overweight and overdimension vehicles, vehicle combinations 
or loads upon the County highways by businesses located on a County highway or within one mile 
of a County highway. Fees for permits for continuous operation of overweight and overdimension 
vehicles, vehicle combinations or loads upon the County highways by businesses located on a 
County highway or within one mile of a County highway, shall be paid as follows: Travel within 
two miles of the location of such business which is on or within one mile of a County highway is 
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$100.00 $500.00 per vehicle per calendar year for gross weight less than or equal to 160,000 lbs. 
and load width of less than or equal to 14 feet. Travel beyond two miles or for vehicles exceeding 
the gross weight of 160,000 lbs. or exceeding the load width of 14 feet requires a permit at the rate 
fees established in this Subsection (c). 

(6 )Fees for other permits. The County Board hereby authorizes the Superintendent to issue 
additional permits for vehicles which do not conform to the requirements of Chapter 15 of the 
Illinois Vehicle Code not otherwise specified in this Subsection (b), so long as such permits are 
authorized by Chapter 15 of the Illinois Vehicle Code. The Superintendent is further authorized to 
establish reasonable fees for such permits, which fees shall be made public by posting a schedule 
of said fees at the Department offices. The Superintendent shall report to the County Board the 
schedule of fees established under this subsection (c)(7) on a yearly basis. 

(l)Fees for special handling. The County Board hereby authorizes the Superintendent to impose a 
service charge for special handling of a permit when requested by an applicant, such as same-day 
expedited issuance of a permit, credit card payment of permit fees or special transmission of a 
permit. Such charge shall be determined by the Superintendent and shall be not less than the actual 
cost of such special handling, if any, and not less than $10.00 per permit for same-day processing. 

(d) The Superintendent shall not issue a permit for any vehicle and/or load that is divisible and that 
can be carried, when divided, within the existing weight and size maximums specified in Chapter 15 of the 
Illinois Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS5/15-101 et seq. 

(e) Engineering inspections assessing work to be done on the County highway related to travel by 
the permit applicant's overweight vehicle and final inspection, and/or field investigations of the proposed 
routing will be done by the Department when the Superintendent determines in his judgment that such an 
inspection or investigation is appropriate. The applicant will be required to pay a fee of $40.00 per hour for 
each hour spent by Department personnel engaged in such engineering inspections or field investigations. 

(f) When law enforcement escort vehicles are required by the Superintendent for the safety of the 
motoring public, and if, at the County's option, such escort is provided by the County, the permit applicant 
will be required to pay a fee of $40.00 per hour per vehicle based upon pre-estimated time of movement to 
be agreed upon between the Superintendent and the applicant. The minimum fee paid under this subsection 
shall be $80.00 per vehicle. 

(g) All fees collected pursuant to this section shall be paid to the Department of Revenue and 
deposited in the general corporate fund of the County. 

(h) The application shall specifically describe the vehicle, its contents to be operated or moved, the 
particular County highways for which the permit is requested, and whether the permit is requested for a 
single trip, roundtrip, or for monthly use. 

(i) The Superintendent is authorized to grant requests for permits within his discretion. He may deny 
any such permit request or, if such permit is issued, limit the number of trips by establishing seasonal or 
other time limitations within which the vehicle may be operated on the County highways indicated, or 
otherwise prescribe conditions of operation of such vehicle, where such limitations, in the judgment of the 
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Superintendent, are necessary to assure against undue wear and tear to the road foundations, surfaces or 
structures of County highways. 

(j) The Superintendent shall not issue a permit unless the applicant shall have furnished a certificate 
of insurance indicating a minimum insurance coverage limit of the amount of $1,000,000.00 for general 
liability and $1,000,000.00 for automobile liability so as to save the County harmless from any claim, loss 
or damage that may result from the granting of a permit or that may arise from or on account of the 
transportation of overweight and/or oversize vehicles permitted thereby, and further covering payment of 
all costs incurred by the Department to restore to a condition satisfactory to the Superintendent, any 
pavement, bridge, culvert, tunnel, sewer, pipe, conduit or other facility or appurtenance located within the 
County Highway right-of-way that may be damaged by reason of the transportation of such vehicle under 
a permit. Additional coverage may be required consistent with the regulations of the United States 
Department of Transportation Bureau of Motor Carrier Safety and the Illinois Commerce Commission. 

(k) Every permit issued pursuant to this section shall be carried in the vehicle to which it refers and 
shall be produced for inspection upon the request of any law enforcement official or the Superintendent. 
The decision to grant, deny or impose limitations on the issuance of a permit lies within the sole discretion 
of the Superintendent whose decision is final.

WHEREAS, the need for potentially life-saving organ and bone marrow transplants far exceeds the supply; 
and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has recognized the importance of organ donation by providing the 
opportunity for paid leave to State employees who donate an organ or bone marrow; and 

WHEREAS, like Illinois, many other jurisdictions have attempted to offset the incidental costs associated 
with the donation and protect employees from retaliation for taking leave to donate an organ by passing 
legislation providing job-protected, paid leave to employees who donate organs or bone marrow; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County currently does not provide job-protected, paid leave for the purpose of organ or 
bone marrow donation, necessitating employees to use their accrued sick and vacation leave or take unpaid 
personal leave, if eligible; and 

WHEREAS, in order to offset the incidental costs associated with donation and protect employees from 
retaliation for taking a leave of absence to donate an organ, all Cook County agencies and offices should 
afford paid leave to employees who donate organs or bone marrow; and 

WHEREAS, the President’s Office and the Bureau of Human Resources have researched various organ 
donor leave policies and as a result, the Bureau of Human Resources has developed an Organ Donor Leave 
Policy that will provide job-protected, paid leave for the purpose of organ or bone marrow donation; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed policy would be available to all eligible Cook County employees (employed 
with the County for at least twelve (12) months) who donate organs or donate bone marrow via surgical 
aspiration or non-surgical apheresis; and 

WHEREAS, the risk of complications and death, as well as the burden to the donor in terms of recovery 
time, pain, and suffering is lowest for apheresis donation and greatest for organ donation; and 
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WHEREAS, an eligible employee who donates bone marrow via non-surgical apheresis would receive five 
(5) days of paid leave within a twelve (12) month period; and 

WHEREAS, an eligible employee who donates bone marrow via surgical aspiration would receive fifteen 
(15) days of paid leave within a twelve (12) month period; and 

WHEREAS, an eligible employee who donates an organ would receive thirty (30) days of paid donor leave 
within a twelve (12) month period; and 

WHEREAS, an eligible employee that donates an organ as of January 1, 2015, that by necessity used their 
accrued sick and vacation leave or took unpaid leave may recover that time under this policy but may not 
exceed the thirty (30) days of paid donor leave within a twelve (12) month period; and 

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Human Resources shall adopt and circulate the Organ Donor Leave Policy to 
all Cook County agencies and offices as this policy will not only benefit our employees and their families 
but also the County’s overall mission.

Summary: The Juvenile Court Clinic operates in all courtrooms of the Juvenile Justice Division and 
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Child Protection Division. In 2014, the Juvenile Clinic processed about 4,400 requests for forensic 
clinical services and produced 197 forensic evaluation reports to the court. Judges, lawyers, probation 
officers, and staff of the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center rely on the services of the Clinic to make 
informed and relevant decisions in juvenile court proceedings concerning minors and families. These 
services include clinical coordination and referrals in the courtrooms, court-ordered forensic clinical 
assessments, expert testimony, evaluation of community-based mental health resources, and education on 
mental health issues and court proceedings. 

Currently, Northwestern University, through the Juvenile Court Clinic, is one of four (4) separate 
agencies providing forensic clinical services across the juvenile justice system. The others are the 
Juvenile Probation and Court Services Department, the Isaac Ray Center at the Cook County Juvenile 
Temporary Detention Center, and the State of Illinois Mental Health and Juvenile Justice Program. A 
2014 independent review ordered by Chief Judge Timothy C. Evans determined that all forensic clinical 
services should be provided uniformly by a single provider, using state-of-the-art, evidence-based 
standards of care. The requested increase and extension will provide time to prepare and issue a Request 
for Proposal (RFP) to retain a provider of forensic services on a global level.

AUTHORIZING THE EXECUTION OF AN AGREEMENT FOR A LINE OF CREDIT AND 
RELATED DOCUMENTS AND THE ISSUANCE OF ONE OR MORE PROMISSORY NOTES 
IN CONNECTION THEREWITH 

WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois provides that “a 
County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County ... (is) a Home Rule 
Unit” and The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”), has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the 
electors of the County and is therefore a Home Rule Unit and may, under the power granted by said Section 
6(a) of Article VII of the Constitution of 1970, as supplemented by the Local Government Debt Reform 
Act, as amended, the (“Act”), exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government 
and affairs, including, but not limited to, the power to tax and to incur debt; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the Act, the County has the power to incur debt payable from 
any lawful source and maturing within 40 years from the time it is incurred without prior referendum 
approval; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County (the “Board”) has not adopted any ordinance, 
resolution, order or motion or provided any County Code provisions which restrict or limit the exercise of 
the home rule powers of the County in the issuance of general obligation full faith and credit notes without 
referendum for corporate purposes or which provides any special rules or procedures for the exercise of 
such power; and 

WHEREAS, the Board hereby determines it to be advisable and in the best interests of the County that the 
County (1) authorize the execution and delivery of an agreement for a line of credit to provide funds for the 
punctual payment of the necessary expenses incurred by the County for its corporate puiposes and (2) 
authorizes the issuance of one or more promissory notes to evidence the obligation to repay the principal 
of and interest on amounts drawn down by the County under such agreement; and 

WHEREAS, the Board now expressly determines that it is advisable and in the best interests of the County 
that an agreement be executed and that one or more such notes be issued; and 
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WHEREAS, to such end it is hereby deemed advisable and necessary that the Board now adopts this 
Ordinance. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of The County of Cook, 
Illinois, as follows: 

ARTICLE I. DEFINITIONS AND INTERPRETATIONS 
Section 1.1. Definitions.

Agreement means the Revolving Credit Agreement by and between the County and the Purchaser 
in substantially the form attached hereto as Exhibit A providing for the creation of a line of credit for 
the County and the issuance of one or more Notes to evidence the obligation of the County to repay 
amounts due and owing thereunder. 

Chief Financial Officer means the Chief Financial Officer of the County. 

Designated Officer means the President, Chief Financial Officer or any other office or employee 
of the County so designated by a written instrument signed by the President or the Chief Financial Officer. 

Face Amount means the authorized maximum amount of the Note, as stated on its face. 

Fixed Rate Note means a Note bearing interest at a fixed rate percent per annum. 

Floating Rate Note means a Note bearing interest at a rate percent per annum which is subject to 
change from time to time, payable from time to time, and subject to various options for payment by the 
owners thereof, as more fully provided for in the Agreement. 

Maturity Date means the date on which the principal of the Note is due and owing under the 
Agreement. 

Note Order means the Note Order and Notification of Sale to be executed by the Chief Financial 
Officer and setting forth certain details of the Agreement and the Note as hereinafter provided. 

Note Register means the books of the County kept by the Note Registrar to evidence the registration 
and transfer of the Note. 

Note Registrar means the institution or person so designated and defined in the Note Order, or 
successors or assigns. 

Ordinance means this Ordinance as originally introduced and adopted and as the same may from 
time to time be amended or supplemented in accordance with the terms hereof. 

Paying Agent means the institution, having fiduciary power, or person so designated and defined 
in the Note Order, or successors or assigns. 

Purchase Price means the price paid to the County by the Purchaser for the Note. 

Purchaser means BMO Harris Bank N.A., the purchaser of the Note as so identified in the Note 

Order. 

Regular Record Date means the fifteenth day before any interest payment date on the Note or such

Section 1.2.Severability of Invalid Provisions. 

If any section, paragraph, clause or provision of this Ordinance shall be held invalid, the invalidity 
of such section, paragraph, clause or provision shall not affect any of the other provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 1.3.Short Title. 

This Ordinance may hereafter be cited by the County or hereinafter referred to as the “2015 Line 
of Credit Ordinance.” 

ARTICLE II. DETERMINATIONS OF THE COUNTY 

Section 2.1.Findings. 

The Board hereby finds and determines that (A) all of the recitals contained in the preambles to this 
Ordinance are full, true and correct and hereby incorporates them into this Ordinance by this reference; (B) 
this Ordinance is adopted pursuant to Section 6 of Article VII of the Illinois Constitution of 1970; (C) it is 
advisable and in the best interests of the County that the County adopt this Ordinance; (D) it is advisable 
and in the best interests of the County that the Agreement be executed so as to provide for the punctual 
payment of necessary expenses incurred by the County for its corporate puiposes; and (E) the execution of 
the Agreement, the borrowing of money for the purposes authorized therein and the issuance of the Note 
is for a proper public purpose and is in the public interest. 

Section 2.2.Execution of the Agreement Authorized. 

The County is hereby authorized to enter into the Agreement with the Purchaser in substantially 
the form attached hereto as Exhibit A with only such changes as shall be approved by the Chief Financial 
Officer. The Chief Financial Officer be, and hereby is, authorized, empowered and directed to execute 
the Agreement in final form and his execution thereof shall constitute conclusive evidence of the approval 
of any and all terms contained in the Agreement by the Board. The County Clerk be, and hereby is, 
authorized, empowered and directed to attest the Agreement in the name, for and on behalf of the County, 
and thereupon to cause the Agreement to be delivered to the counterparty thereto. The Agreement (as 
executed) is entered into to provide for the loan of the proceeds of the Note to the County and the use of 
such proceeds for the punctual payment of general corporate purposes and to pay the costs of issuing the 
Note, in the manner and with the effect therein provided. From and after the execution and delivery of the 
Agreement, the officers, employees and agents of the County are hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to do all such acts and things and to execute all such documents as may be necessary to carry out 
and comply with the provisions of the Agreement as executed. The Agreement shall constitute, and 
hereby is made, a part of this Ordinance, and a copy of the Agreement shall be placed in the official 
records of the County, and shall be available for public inspection at the office of the County Clerk. 

Section 2.3.General Obligation Note Authorized. 

For the purposes aforesaid, the Note is hereby authorized to be issued as a drawdown note in the 
aggregate principal amount of not to exceed $100,000,000. The full faith and credit of the County are 
hereby pledged to the punctual payment of the principal of and interest on the Note. The Note shall be a 
direct and general obligation of the County and, unless paid from other sources, the County shall be 
obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all taxable property in the County for the payment of the Note and 
the interest thereon, without limitation as to rate or amount. 

Section 2.4.Note Details. 

The Note shall be issued in the principal amount of not to exceed $100,000,000 and shall bear such 
title and series designation as the Chief Financial Officer shall determine in the Note Order. The Note 
may be a Fixed Rate Note or a Floating Rate Note as provided in the Note Order. The Note shall be dated 
as of the first Advance for Value on the Note or as otherwise provided in the Agreement (any such date 
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being the “Dated Date”), and the amount of the Note issued, being the sum of the amounts as shown as 
Advances for Value on the Note, not in excess of the Face Amount, less in each case principal payments 
made from time to time thereon, shall be the “Outstanding Principal Amount” of the Note. The Principal 
Amount of the Note from time to time outstanding shall bear interest at not to exceed a rate per annum 
which is equal to the greater of (i) ten percent (10.00%) and (ii) the maximum rate of interest established, 
from time to time, in connection with general obligation debt of the County payable from ad valorem 
property tax receipts, subject to the recapture provisions of the Agreement; with interest payable on such 
date or dates as provided in the Agreement, upon any prepayment and on the Maturity Date. The 
Maturity Date shall be not later than March 1, 2019. 

The Note shall bear interest on the Outstanding Principal Amount from time to time at the rate 
provided, in each case from the time advanced until duly paid or provided for. 

The principal of and interest on the Note shall be payable in lawful money of the United States of 
America to the registered owner of this Note as shown on the Note Register as of the Regular Record Date. 

If so provided in the Note Order, the Note may be redeemable or repayable prior to maturity at the 
option of the County, in whole or in part on any date, upon such terms and at such times and at a redemption 
or prepayment price of par plus accrued interest to the date of redemption or prepayment, as determined by 
the Chief Financial Officer at the time of the sale thereof. 

The Note shall have be substantially in the form attached to the Agreement and shall have impressed 
or imprinted thereon the corporate seal or facsimile thereof of the County and shall be signed by the 
manual or duly authorized facsimile signatures of the President of the Board or the Chief Financial Officer 
and County Clerk, as they shall determine, and in case any officer whose signature shall appear on the Note 
shall cease to be such officer before the delivery of the Note, such signature shall nevertheless be valid and 
sufficient for all purposes, the same as if such officer had remained in office until delivery. 

The execution by the County of the fully registered Note shall constitute full and due authorization 
of the Note, and the Note Registrar shall thereby be authorized to authenticate, date and deliver the Note. 
The person in whose name the Note shall be registered shall be deemed and regarded as the absolute owner 
thereof for all purposes, and payment of the principal of or interest on the Note shall be made only to or 
upon the order of the registered owner thereof or the owner’s legal representative. All such payments shall 
be valid and effectual to satisfy and discharge the liability upon the Note to the extent of the sum or sums 
so paid. 

The Note shall have thereon a certificate of authentication duly executed by the Note Registrar as 
authenticating agent of the County and showing the date of authentication. The Note shall not be valid or 
obligatory for any purpose or be entitled to any security or benefit under this Ordinance unless and until 
such certificate of authentication shall have been duly executed by the Note Registrar by manual signature, 
and such certificate of authentication upon the Note shall be conclusive evidence that the Note has been 
authenticated and delivered under this Ordinance. The certificate of authentication on the Note shall be 
deemed to have been executed by the Note Registrar if signed by an authorized officer of the Note 
Registrar. 

Section 2.5.Sale and Delivery of Note. 

The Chief Financial Officer is hereby authorized to sell all or any portion of the Note to the 
Purchaser from time to time as the Chief Financial Officer shall determine that the proceeds of such sales 
are needed and on such terms as he may deem to be in the best interests of the County. Nothing contained 
in this Ordinance shall limit the sale of the Note or any portion thereof or any maturity or maturities thereof 
at a price or prices in excess of the principal amount thereof. Subsequent to the sale of the Note or 
subsequent to the sale of any portion thereof, the Chief Financial Officer shall file in the office of the 
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County Clerk a Note Order directed to the Board identifying (i) the terms of the sale, (ii) the amount, if 
any, of the Note being sold as a Floating Rate Note, (iii) the Dated Date, (iv) the aggregate principal 
amount of the Note sold, (v) the repayment schedule for 

the principal of and interest on the Note, (vi) the optional redemption provisions, if any, applicable to the 
Note and (vii) any other matter authorized by this Ordinance to be determined by the Chief Financial 
Officer at the time of sale of the Note, and thereafter the Note as so sold shall be duly prepared and executed 
in the form and manner provided herein and delivered to the Purchaser in accordance with the terms of 
sale. 

Any Designated Officer and such other officers of the County as may be necessary are hereby 
authorized to execute such other documents, as may be necessary to implement the Agreement and the 
transactions contemplated thereby and to effect the issuance and delivery of the Note, and execution thereof 
by such officers is hereby deemed conclusive evidence of approval thereof with such changes, additions, 
insertions, omissions or deletions as such officers may determine, with no further official action of or 
direction by the Board. 

Section 2.6.Use of Proceeds, Limit on Authority to Draw Funds. 

The proceeds of the Note shall be used to provide funds for the payment of necessary expenses 
incurred for the general corporate purposes of the County and costs of issuance of the Note and to that end 
shall be set aside in the Working Cash Fund (the “Working Cash Fund”) and shall be used to pay the 
general corporate expenses of the County in accordance with customary disbursement procedures of the 
County. Alternatively, the Chief Financial Officer may allocate the proceeds of the Note to one or more 
other funds or accounts of the County now in existence. The County by its Board reserves the right, as it 
becomes necessary from time to time, to change the purposes of expenditure of the Working Cash Fund or 
its accounts, to change priorities, to revise cost allocations between expenditures and to substitute projects, 
in order to meet current needs of the County. In no event may more than $18.5 million in total be drawn 
from the Line of Credit unless the Board through Resolution expressly approves the draw of an identified 
additional sum. 

Section 2.7.Financing Team Approved.

ARTICLE III. MISCELLANEOUS 

Section 3.1.Ratifieation of Acts. 

All acts of the Board, the Designated Officers and the officers and employees of the County that 
are in conformity with the intent and purposes of this Ordinance, whether heretofore or hereafter taken or 
done, be, and the same are hereby, in all respects, ratified, confirmed and approved. 

Section 3.2.Superseder. 

All Ordinances, Resolutions, motions, orders or parts thereof in conflict with this Ordinance are, to 
the extent of such conflict, hereby superseded. 

Section 3.3.0rdinance to Constitute a Contract. 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall constitute a contract between the County and the registered 
owner of the Note. This Ordinance shall constitute full authority for the issuance of the Note and the 
execution and delivery of the Agreement on behalf of the County. 
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Effective date: This ordinance shall be in effect operative, effective and valid immediately upon its 
passage and approval.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

ESTABLISHING A COOK COUNTY TASK FORCE TO RESEARCH THE EXPANSION OF 
AFFORDABLE AND QUALITY HEALTHCARE TO UNINSURED RESIDENTS OF COOK 
COUNTY 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of government pursuant to the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution, Article VII, Section 6 (a); and, 

WHEREAS, pursuant to their home rule powers, the Cook County Commissioners may exercise any power 
and perform any function relating to their governments and affairs, including the power to regulate for the 
protection of the public health, safety, morals, and welfare; and, 

WHEREAS, the President of the Cook County Board and the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
hereby find that Cook County shall explore ways in which affordable healthcare can be expanded to all 
Cook County residents; and, 

WHEREAS, after the Affordable Care Act, 9 percent of Cook County residents remain uninsured for 
various reasons, including affordability, program eligibility and program awareness; and, 

WHEREAS, nearly 73 percent of Illinois’ uninsured eligible for Get Covered Illinois, the state's health 
insurance marketplace, live and work in metropolitan Chicago; and, 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Health and Hospital System spent approximately $340 million of 
uncompensated care in 2014 for individuals who visited the emergency room either without insurance or 
otherwise were unable to pay; and, 

WHEREAS, visiting the emergency room is often the only option for the uninsured even in instances of 
non-emergencies; and, 

WHEREAS, studies show an estimated $18 billion could be saved annually if patients used primary or 
preventive health care rather than emergency rooms; and, 
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WHEREAS, providing structured access to healthcare for the uninsured residents of Cook County has the 
potential to save critical taxpayers dollars. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners create a task 
force entitled the Cook County Task Force on Health Care Accessibility to make recommendations to the 
President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners, as well as the Cook County Health and Hospital 
System regarding the expansion of quality and affordable healthcare to the uninsured residents of Cook 
County. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the advisory task force is specifically charged with issuing 
recommendations on the following topics: 

a. Current Policies and Procedures. This analysis shall address the success and challenges of 
current policies and procedures of Cook County Government and the Cook County Health and Hospital 
System in regards to access and delivery of healthcare services for uninsured Cook County residents. 

b. Healthcare Accessibility Innovation. This analysis shall focus on current best practices and 
proposals from similar public health systems across the United States. 

c. Public Health Measures. This analysis shall focus on the availability of healthcare services for 
the uninsured and their families in Cook County. This shall include capacity and funding, and ways in 
which the Cook County Health and Hospital System can coordinate with other government agencies and 
not-for-profit entities to offer healthcare delivery programs for the uninsured and their families. 

d. Public Awareness. This analysis shall focus on potential education and community awareness 
campaigns targeted for the uninsured and their families; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the advisory task force shall consist of: 

a. The Cook County Board President or her designee; the Chairman of the Cook County Workforce, 
Housing and Community Development Committee; the Chairman of the Cook County Business and 
Economic Development Committee and the Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the Cook County Health and 
Hospitals Committee. 

b. Cook County Health and Hospital System staff members as determined by the Cook County Health 
and Hospital System Chief Executive Officer or his designee. 

c. Community-based advocacy organizations, medical professionals, local healthcare industry 
professionals and advocates of access to healthcare campaigns, and other government officials as invited 
by the task force members from the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the Cook County Task Force on Healthcare Accessibility shall 
report its findings to the President of the Cook County Board and the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
six months from the passage of this resolution.

2. Any actual violations of the Cook County Ethics Ordinance of which the State’s Attorney’s Office 
is aware, subject to its responsibilities under the Illinois Rules of Professional Conduct. 

3. Current status of employee stakeholders named in the proposed settlement; 

4. Any significant tangible evidence (i.e., photos, videos) that the State’s Attorney’s Office believes 
is relevant to its recommendation. 


5. At the end of each fiscal year: 

a. the State's Attorney's Office will provide an annual summary of all settlements, case 
dispositions and invoices approved in excess of $500,000.00 entered into during that fiscal year; 

b. the County offices whose employees are named defendants in any such cases shall report 
on the employment status of such employees and any resulting disciplinary actions.
